1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a head drum assembly having a 
stationary drum with a through-hole fixed to a main base, a rotary drum rotatably 
mounted on the stationary drum, a flexible printed circuit inside the stationary drum with 
one end electrically connected to rotary transformers within the stationary drum and the 
other end having a connector with a portion that projects beyond the through-hole and 
connects to a main circuit board located outside the stationary drum and a portion that 
is fittingly coupled to the through-hole. Applicant has stated that "fittingly coupled" is 
defined in the specification on page 7, lines 12-14..
